The application has been amended as follows: 

a. In claim 6, line 2, change "a semiconductor crystal substrate having a 
recess" to - a semiconductor single crystal substrate having a recess --. 

b. In claim 6, line 4, change "grown on a semiconductor single crystal" to -- 
grown on the semiconductor single crystal --. 

c. In claim 6, line 12, change "surface of the semiconductor crystal 
substrate" to -- surface of the semiconductor single crystal substrate --. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 6, 7, and 1 2-1 5 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the examiner 
is unaware of any prior art which suggests or renders obvious an ultrasonic sensor 
having a gamma AI2O3 single crystal film epitaxially grown on a semiconductor single 
crystal substrate, an epitaxial single crystal platinum thin film on the gamma Al 2 0 3 single 
crystal film, a ferroelectric thin film on the epitaxial single crystal platinum thin film, an 
upper electrode on the ferroelectric thin film such that the gamma Al 2 0 3 single crystal 
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film overhangs a recess formed on an upper surface of the semiconductor single crystal 
substrate. 

4. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
